WIFE’S CORPSE 
T0 BE EXHUMED 


Examination Will be Made 
for Traces of Poison, 


Carlton, the Husband, Says that He 
Welcomes the Examination.

New York, July !7.—The body of Mrs. 
Mary Gorman Carlton, the second wife 
of Frederick E. Cariton, of Brooklyn, 
to die of lockjaw is to be exhumed and 
| Subjected to minute examination for 
|traces of poison. An order to this ef- 
| fect was signed today by Supreme Court 
| Justice Sewell, in Brooklyn, upon re- 
| quest of District Attorney Clarke, of 
| Kings county. Carkton is now in Ray- 
|mond street jail, held on a_ technical 
| charge of grand larceny. 

Carlton said today that he welcomed 
| the order which directed that his wife's 
| body be exhumed, as it would result in 


3 | @ulieting once for all rumors to the ef- 


| fect that she, as well as a former wife, 
died from pvison. Both women died of 
| tetanus not long after they had bern 
|'married to Carlton. Bach had been in- 
| sured in favor of Carlton, 

| When the man was arrested about a 
| week ago on a technical charge of vag- 
irancy, stories regarding the manner of 
| his wives’ deaths began to get in circu- 
‘lation. Carlton denied from the first the 
|stories, said it was absurd to bring up 
(uch stories, and deciared that he would 
be glad to have a searching investiga- 
tion made. He was released on $200 
bail] at that time, and readily presented 
himself when nis case again came up ii 
court. ‘his time, however, a charge of 
grand larceny, preferred by a young 
man with whom Carlton had noomed, 
was lodged against him, and his bail 
was increased to $2,000. He was unabie 
to furnish securities in the required 
‘amount, and has been in jail since that 
time 

The Brooklyn police announced today 
that a young woman with whom Carlito 
had lived just before ais arrest, is under 
surveillance and that she will be gues- 
tioned regarding several letters signed by 
her, which were found in Carlton's pvus- 
session. One of these letters, dated from 
a town in New Jersey ,implored Carl*on 
to write to her. "Why in God's iiame 
don't you write to me?’ the letter asked, 
“J am heartgsick at your delay. I nave 
been up to meet every New York mail. 
Dearest, if you don’t write to me very 
soon you may have to collect my life in- 
surance. It looks as if things were going 
to turn out just as Bradley said. You 
know he said you would tire of me ina 
little while. For God's sake don't lat it 
come true, as I will go crazy. You know 
what you left in my care.” 

The writer of the letter spoke of her 
arm paining her so that She felt it neces- 
sary to lie down and rest for the after- 
nvon. 
the woman at the proper time regarding 
the pain in her arm t© which she refer- 
red. They algo are anxious to learn, they 
say, what it was that Carlton left in the 
writer's care. They bel‘eve also that the 
young woman may be able to throw s?7me 
light on the whereabouts of a hand satch- 
el which disappeared from Cartton’s 
room after his arrest.

next winter. Mr. Chandler favored the 
Esch-Townsend bill and one of his rea- 
sons for doing so was that “if national

The language of the bfll which Mr. 
Chandler believes would place negroes 
on an equality with white men and wom- 
en in sotuhern railway trans is found in 
section |. This-.section provides: 

“That whenever, upon complaint dul) 
made under section I3 of the act to reg- 
ulate commerce, the interstate commerce 
commission shall, after full hearing, 
make any finding or ruling declaring any 
existing rate for the transportation of 
persons or property, or any regulation 
or practice. whatsoever affecting the 
transportation of persons or property to 
be unreasonable or unjustly discrimina- 
tory, the commission shafl have power, 
and it shall be its duty, to declare and 
order what shall be a just and reason- 
able rate, practice or regulation to be 
charged, *smposed or followed tn the fu- 
ture in place of that found to be unrea- 
sonable or unjustly discriminatory, and 
the order of the commission shall, of. its 
own force, fake effect and become oper- 
ative thirty days after notice thereof has 
been given f the person or persons af- 
fected thereby.”’’

Commission Would Have No Discre- 
tion. 

Reading this section of the Esch-Town- 
send Dill in the light of section 13 of 
the original interstate commerce law to 
which it refers, the commission would 
seem to have no discretion as to the 
consideration of any complaint ¢hat 
might be made, even though the com- 
plainant be not an interested party, for 
section 13 says that ‘‘no complaint shall 
at any time be @fsmissed because of the 
absence of direct damage to the com- 
plainant.’’ If, therefore, the Esch-Town- 
gend bill should be enacted into law. and 
complaint should be made that negro 
passengers were being . discriminated 
against, it would seem to~be the duty 
of the interstate commerce commission 
to hear the complaint.

In an interview in 
yaulois, the well-known Paris journal, 
the former foreign minister of France 
said, apropos of the Brest naval fes- 
tivities: 

The policy of nations nowadays 4s 
not based on sentiment or antipatliy, 
but upon their material interests, As 
between Germany and Great Britain 
our commercial balance shows where 
our interests Hie. Great Britain is our 
best purchaser, while Germany buys al- 
most nothing of us and tries to sell us 
all she can. ' Moreover, it is evident 
that we could not leave open irritating 
controversies with Great Britain which 
might precipitate an armed struggle, for 
Great Britain holds indisputably the em- 


pire of the seas. For every warship 
It is 
therefore well to accept these manifest 
facts and consider the value which Brit- 
ish cooperation would give us in cer- 
tain eventualities. The greatest in- 
trinsic value of such cooperation would 
be the virtual impossibility in which 


upon. us. ; 

M. Delcasse was asked if he consid- 
ered the recent menaces in connec- 
tion with Morocco as being serious. 


He replied: 

Not at all. In case Of war Great 
Britain would be surely with us against 
Germany, and then what would the 
infant fleet of Germany amount to? 
What would become of her ports? ofr 
her commerce? Of her mérchant ma- 
rine? It would mean annihilatiog. 
That is the real significance of the pres- 
ent exchanges of visits of the British 
and French squadrons. An understand- 
ing between these two powers and a 
coalition of their navies would create a 
naval war machine so0 powerful that 
neither Germany nor any other power 
would risk concTusions upon the gea. 
It is the sea which it is necessary to 
command today, and the war in the 
Far East has conclusively demonstrat- 
ed that. 

More significant still {s what M. 


Delcasse said touching the probable 


effect of his policy had it been pur- 
sued. He said: 

The Anglo-French cordial understand- 
ing was an achievement toward a defi- 
nite understanding between Russia and 
Great Britain, and this further under- 
standing would have been the work of 


the French minister for foreign affairs, | 
The success of such a task would have | 
Strengthened our influence in British 
councils and assured for a long time 
the peace of the world. | 


While it is true M. Delcasse’s suc- 
cessor has agreed to a conference on 
the Moroccan question, which action 
M. Delcasse declares is a great mis- | 
take, it is now pretty clear that, 
France and England have a thorough 
understanding and will stand together 
in future against what they regard as 
German aggressions. 

And it is an alliance, if it is an 
alliance, that will “hold” Kaiser Wil- 
helm for awhile.

Judge U. V. Whipple, of Cordele, next 
presented some oral evidence in behalf 
of the new county. Judge Whipple ques- 
tioned at length J. W. Bivins, of Cor- 
dele, secretary of the new county organ- 
ization. 

Mr. Bivins said Cordele was the twen- 
ty-first city in the state in point of pop- 
ulation and taxable property, and was 
the largest city in the state which is 
not a county seat. Cordele has four 
railroads and its population at this. time 
is estimated at 6,000 persons. Crisp 
county would have 310 square miles, he 
said, leaving Dooly 400 square migs. 
The population of Crisp county would 
be 16,000, about half the present popu- 
lation of Dooly county. Mr. Bivins said 
Dooly county voted in favor of the new 
county amendment to the constitution 
by a majority of 125, when it was 
known application for Crisp county 
would be made. Mr. Bivins also ex- 
plained that it was at great inconve- 
nience that the people in the southern 
part of the county attended court at 
Vienna, which was 25 miles away from 
them. 

W. H. Dorris, an attorney of Cordele, 
testified as to the large amount of busi- 
ness done by the banks and merchants 
of Cordele. The total amount of busi- 
ness done in Cordele, he said, would 
aggregate $37,000,000 annually. 


Representative Hill, of Dooly county, 
stated that when the vote was taken 
on the constitutional amendment, the 


people of Dooly county all knew that a 

bill would be introduced asking for the 
establishment of Crisp county. 
Opposition to Crisp. 

D. A. R. Crum, of the fourteenth, who 

lives in Cordele, opened the opposition 

to “Crisp’’ county, asserting that many 


coming from Cordele and the surround- 
ing section, were really from the north- 
ern part of the county. 


Hon. Pliny Hall, of Vienna, made an 
eloquent and forceful arument aainst 
any division of Dooly county. The 


Crisp county movement was unique, he 
said, in that it sought to take all of its 
territory from one county and not from 
two or three. There were more than 
eight applicants for new counties that 
showed more population and more taxa- 
ble property than did the proposed Crisp 
county. Crisp county, he said, was 
really about the smallest in point of 
population of amy of the applicants. _ 

Mr. Hall presented a large number of 
‘petitions against the new. county. They 
| were signed, he said, by 1,000 citizens 
| and property owners of Dooly county, 
'many Of whom live in Cordele. The new 
‘county would Jeave the old one the lars- 
jest and most expensive bridges to main- 
‘tain. Mr. Hall said it required two- 
‘thirds of all the taxes collected in Dooly 
county as it now stands, to pay the ex- 
penses of the county government. 
Heard, Sr., of Vienna, with the 
the map, made denial of many 
statements of the other side as 
to distances. The distance from Cor- 
dele to Vienna, he declared, was only 
6%, miles, instead of 9 miles, as had been 
claimed. Mr. Heard said outside vf 
Cordele there were cast only sixty votes 
for the new county constitutional 
amendment, while there were 303 
against it. Mr. Heard then turned his 
attention to what he calied that ‘great 
fish story’’ about Cordele doing $37,000,- 
000 of business. The entire business 
capital, bank and otherwise, in Cordeie, 
he said, was $385,05!. To say that they 
could do $37,000,000 of business on this 
capital was preposterous, and absurd. 
It was sophistry pure and simple, he 
declared. Mr. Heard was the hwtmorist 
of the delegation, and his remarks 
prought forth numerous laughs. 

W. F. George, an attorney of Vienna, 
presented considerabe documentary evi- 
dence against the new county move- 
ment. Crisp county would get the lion's 
share of the railroad taxes, he said, de- 
priving Dooly of a large part of the 
county government’s means of support. 
Dooly would sustain a total boss in tax 
receipts of $1,247, he said, or in other 
words, Crisp county would collect that 
much more taxes than would that part 
of Dooly county left after the division.

While the receipts of Dooly county 
would be reduced more than one-half, 
the expense of the county government 


would be reduced only one-third, requir- 
ing the levying of a large tax. There 
are eighteen counties in Georgia larger 
than Dooly, he said. 

Mr. George declared that the only ar- 
gument the advocates of Crisp county 
had. was that Cordele is a suftable city 
for a county site. To give Cordele a 
county would work an injustice to more 
than eight other sections, which were 
far more entitled —" counties than 


Cordele.

And this woman with the serious mouth and noble 
brow, then a slender, rosy maid with golden hyacinthine 
tresses, was the special pet of the gorgeous-hued Goddess 
of Pleasure—an inspiration for callow poets and the 
knight-errantry balderdash of village fledglings with 
bleeding hearts. But all this lies dimly back of us, like 
some half-forgotten dream. 


Into what new paths has her life fallen since the June 
davs when my pen dripped elegiacs so delicate; so saccha- 
rine, so ethereal, so felicitous that I was lost in rapturous 
amazement that such things were possible with a youth’s 
meagre vocabulary. 

Here shé was coaxing me with the violet of her eyes,

Across their pale brows, seared in harsh, premature 
lines is the tragic appeal, ‘‘LIFE IS HOPELESS.” 


Their eyes without lustre, or even wistfulness, seem to 
have exhausted all the expressions that distress creates in 
human orbs, and in them is the awful, fishy, fixity of an 
ever-staring sadness. 


A little wizened mill bud—blasted in the borning— 
lying on a cot was the final misery. 


I gazed upon the inert, apathetic thing, shocked and 
convulsed with the frightful thought that it was dead. But 
it lived. A thin, peevish wail emanated from the poor 
stunted being. Then I realized how the agony of a child 
gives a sensation of death, its feeble, dumb movement is 
soul-benumbing; my heart was caught by its moans. What 
a keen, horrible thing is the suffering of a child! 

I had a hideous, weird hour in that bleak, bare Day 
Nursery. Sixty minutes before, I had looked upon life 
gavly.

CHARGES UNTRUE 


SAYS LIVINGS TOK 


‘Congressman Investigates Stae- 
ment Made by Jacobs, 


| Says eae at Federal Prison Is 
Too Mild, if Anything—He 
Visited Prison Yesterday. 
Charges Go to Justice 
Deportment.

Congressman Lon Livingston visited 
the federal] prison yesterday afternoon, 
land investigated the charges of cruelty 
brought against the prison officials py 
‘William Miller Jacobs, the Philadelpfla 
‘counterfeiter who recently finished a sen- 
i tence there, 

| Jacobs handed the congressman a let- 
ter last ‘Saturday morning, in which was 
(set forth at length the charges brougat 
against the officials, and instances in 
'which Jacobs said “harsh, vile, brutal 
‘and illegal” treatment of men had been 
practiced, 

He told of the instance of a convict, 
who for a slight offense, was put in the 
dungeon, fed on almost nothing for 
months, had to stand against the wall, 
'with his hands outstretched, looking like 
crucifixion, and lying down in the 
shape. 
charges were aimed principally 
at Warden Moyer. Congressman Liv- 
ingston says he investigated the matter 
thoroughly white there, and found abso- 
lutely nothing to substantiate the 
charges brought by Jacobs. 

‘I had a long talk with the warden, 
with the deputy warden and the physi- 
cian,’’ he said, ‘and my conclusion from 
those talks and the further investigation, 
is that the treatment accorded prison- 
ers is perfectly humane, possibly . tou 
much eo. Personally 1 don’t see how 
such good discipline can be kept with 
such mild punishment. 

“Why, it is left entirely with the pris- 
oner if he is kept in the dungeon. When- 
ever he sSayg that he realizes he has 
done wrong, and promises to behave, he 
is let out. If he makes this promise 
after he has been in the dungeon oniy 
ten minutes, he is given his freedom. 

“Take the instance that Jacobs gives 
of the man who stayed in the dungeon 
sixty-six days. This man refused to 
work, and it was necessary in order to 
Keep discipline among the convicts to 
;punish him. They did not whip him as 
is done in some prisons. They did not 
put him in a tub of cold water and 
keep him there until nearly drowned, 
take him out, and repeat the motion, as 
is done in some prisons. They merely 
put him in this dungeon, and he could 
have gotten out any time he promised 
| to behave. 
| “Tie rules say that a man in the dun- 
geon should sleep on the bare floor, but 
/he was given a matting in violation of 
| the rules. He was simply a man whose 
'obstinacy if allowed to assert itself at
